and reservation,'' he told the com- 
mittee. “Even if it were possible to 
reopen the negotiations, certainly 
they would be reopened to both 
sides. This could lead to the re- 
opening of points that now are re- 
solved in a manner favorable to our 
interests.” 

Congress’s Right Asserted 

Responding later to a question 
by Jacob Javits, R-N.Y, Mr. Vance 
urged that Congress hear all the 
testimony about the treaty before 
deciding whether any modifications 
were necessary. But, he said. Con- 
gress has the power to make such 
treaty amendments. 

“What the Congress does, the 
president mil have to accept,” he 
said. “There is no question about 
that.” 

Mr. Brown, emphasizing another 
theme that appeared repeatedly m 
subsequent questioning, said that 
the treaty was “designed to assure 
that we do not need to rdy on 
trust." 

“It is verifiable ... the Soviets 
cannot gain a military advantage 
by concealed actions that violate 
the agreement." he said. 

At another point. Mr. Brown 
said: “My judgment is that this 
treaty will make the people of the 
United States more secure militari- 
ly than we would be without iL For 
that reason. I recommend the Sen- 
ate give its approval." 

That judgment was disputed by 
the Senate minority leader. Howard 
Baker. R-TeniL, who has said that 
he will work against the treaty un- 
less it is changed to remove what he 
considers to be a strategic advan- 
tage to the Russians. He noted that 
by 1985. the expiration date of 
SALT-2, Soviet intercontinental 
ballistic missiles will have an explo- 
sive warhead capability three rimes 
that of -U.S. ICBMs. 

“The cold, hard fact remains that 
in the case of the ICBMs tins treaty 
does not improve but indeed wor- 
sens the strategic balance between 
the United. States and the Soviet 
Union.” Sen. Baker said. 

- “I disagree with you on that,” 
Mr. Brown said. . 

Mr. Brown said that while the 
Russians have more warhead-lifting 
power through larger rockets than 
the United States, it was balanced 
by U.S. advantages in submarine- 
launched missiles: which because of 
less vulnerability to attack have 
greater deterrent power.

Skylab is the largest man-made 
bfcgeci ever to in«e ac .uncon- 
troUed Eftrentry from space and 
crash on earth. In January, 1978, a 
Soviet nuclear-powered satellite 
spread radioactive debris over 
Oitada’s Great S3ave Lake. The 
Center .lor Shortlived Pbenonema 
in Cambridge,. Mass^ reports that 
there have been no known injuries 
from space junk. . 

NASA has teams on alert in the 
UniiedS tales to fly out and investi- 
gate any reported injuries, or dam- 
age caused by. &ylak Even if, as 
expected, hq one is hurt, the inves- 
tigators expect to have to deal with 
lots of hoaxes.

China’s Deng

4B00 Miles Long 

If the last orbit crosses Europe, 
the impact forecast will cover- sever- 
al countries, and the actual zone of 
fallout — what NASA calls the 
“Skylab footprint" — will be 4 JXX) 
miles-long. 

Skylab orbit paths crisscross 
most countries in Europe (Britain, 
the Netherlands and the Nordic 
countries excepted), all of the Unit- 
ed Stales and Africa, most of the 
Soviet Union and almost. all of 
South America. Four-fifths of the 
time, however, they passes over 
ocean. . 

As Skylab nears Earth, position 
reports flash to U.S. embassies at 
increasingly frequent intervals with 
forecasts to pass on to foreign gov- 
ernments. France is particularly 
well informed because its space ra- 
dar stations are helping track 
Skylab. For this exercise, the 
French space agency in Touloust; 
has linked its stations with the 
Noah American Air Defense Com-

MANAGUA, July 9 (WP) — Ly- 
ing in the tall grass between the 
city’s modernistic concert hall and 
calm Lake Managua, the young 
men appeared to be sleeping A 
closer look revealed that each wore 
a crude doth blindfold and had a 
bullet hole in his head or chest. 

Yesterday there were nine freshly 
killed and still undiscovered by the 
vultures that cruise over the capital. 
There is a different group, some- 
times larger but rarely smaller, 

. practically every day. Several yards 
away, the ashes of a large bonfire 
are mixed with bones. 

Early Saturday morning three 
pickup trucks full of blindfolded 
youths were seen bang driven away 
from the state security headquar- 
ters behind President Anastasio 
Somoza’s bunker office. 

Gen. Somoza has said that the 
National Guard does not carry out 
summary executions. Yet similar 
groups of young men — shirtiess 
and blindfolded — are seen daily 
being marched, single file with their 
hands on each other's shoulders, 
through Managua's central jail 
compound. 

Crucial Issue 

The future of the guard is per- 
haps the most crucial issue holding 
up the transition of power from 
Gen. Somoza to a guerrilla-backed 
provisional government junta. 
While the junta has said that 
“many, perhaps the majority" of 
guard soldiers can be retained in a 
new army led by Sandinisia Na- 
tional Liberation Front guerrillas, 
the junta has insisted that the guard 
itself be disbanded, and that offi- 
cers believed guilry of “crimes 
against the people" who do not 
leave the country with Gen. Somo- 
za must be tried and punished. 

The junta, based in Costa Rica, 
has been under strong pressure 
from the United States both to 
change its structure and to preserve 
the guard. Now, apparently as a re- 
sult of U.S. diplomatic persuasion, 
a number of other Latin American 
governments have joined that 
effort. 

Junta representatives said they 
were informal Saturday that, if 
they do not give in.' international 
support and supplies for the San- 
dinistas in their civil war against 
Gen. Somoza and the guard will be 
“made more difficult." and the 
' United States will continue to with- 
hold Gen. Somoza’s resignation. 

Calling the pressure “blackmail." 
junta foreign minister Miguel 
D’Escoto said “they are trying to 
bargain with the blood of our peo- 
ple. It can only result in a prolon- 
gation of civil war and anarchy." 

Sources said that Junta leaders 
■were called in by Costa Rican Pres- 
ident Roderigo Carazo and were 
telephoned by former Venezuelan 
President Carlos Andres Perez as 
part of the U.S. pressure. Both Lat- 
in leaders had been strong support- 
ers of the Sandinisias before the 
junta’s refusal to accept the U.S. 
proposal. 

Although the junta did not issue 
a formal response to the U.S.-Latin 
proposal, it spoke Saturday night 
over an internal radio network to 
Sandinisia commanders through- 
out Nicaragua. Their rejection of 
the plan, Mr. D'Escota said, was 
unanimous. 

In the past week, the govern- 
ments of Venezuela. Costa Rica, 

. Colombia, the Dominican Republic 
and Panama have visited by high 
State Department officials. 

A little more than a week ago. 
the United States let it be known 
that Gen. Somoza had decided to 
resign if U-S. diplomats guarantee

Iran Amnesty 
Issued; Police 
General Fired

TEHRAN, July 9 — Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. Iran's revolutionary 
leader, today announced a general amnesty that covers all those who 
committed offenses under the past regime, excluding murder or tonure. 

bi another development. Gen. Saif Amir Rahimi was removal today 
from the command of Iran's military police after he alleged that there was 
a high-level conspiracy within the 
armed forces to discredit Ayatoll- 
lah Khomeini’s Islamic regime and 
weaken the revolution. 

The ayatollah's announcement or 
the amnesty, read over state radio, 
said that die measure also applied 
to armed forces members. He said 
those excluded from the amnesty 
were those who have committed 
murder, or issued orders Tor mur- 
der. or those “who have tortured 
our revolutionary prisoners." 

Premier Mehdi Bazargan said in 
an address to the nation two 
months ago that he had requested 
the ayatollah to issue an amnesty lo 
aid Iran’s return to normalcy. Po- 
lice and military officials, in partic- 
ular, had pressed for an amnesty to 
restore the morale or the nation's 
security forces. 

The regime announced last Tues- 
day that complaints against mem- 
bers of the army and the police for 
offenses committed under the past 
regime must be filed by tomorrow 
or they would be considered inval- 
id. 

He said those members of the se- 
curity forces who had committed 
crimes not covered by the amnesty 
should be handed over to the revo- 
lutionary courts only through the 
armed forces. 

Dismissal Order 

The dismissal of Gen. Rahimi 
was ordered by Defense Minister 
Taghi Riahi. Iranian radio said. 

Gen. Rahimi earlier had told for- 
eign reporters that there was a plot 
to detain him and gel him out of 
the country. “It was only by my vis- 
iting the Imam Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini yesterday that this was 
prevented," Gen. Rahimi said. 

The general added that he would 
refuse to accept the dismissal and 
had written to Mr. Riahi, challeng- 
ing the order. He said the dismissal

order “is pan of the same plot I 
talked about this morning.

Ayatollah Khomeini also said he 
was advising members of the shah's 
regime, “intellectuals who do not 
give up following East and West" 
and who still are opposing him, to 
give up their efforts “and join the 
unified ranks of the nation.. . . We 
hope that with the realization of 
true Islamic culture in Iran, this 
group also becomes aware of this 
reality and saves itself from subser- 
vience.” 

On other subjects, he said: 

• ”1 don't say the government is 
100 percent successful, but I say 
that it is trying to serve the nation. 
But damages left by the former re- 
gime ore of such dimensions that 
they cannot be remedied quickly.” 

• “Uncalled-for criticism of the 
government is in fact misusing the

Bad Soviet Crop May Raise U.S. Prices

LOS ANGELES. July 9 — The 
Carter administration's hopes for a 
decline in food costs that could 
hold down inflation this year may 
have been blown away in a dry So- 
viet wind. 

In late May and early June, a 
dry. liot wind condition called the 
sukhove)'. swept through the eastern 
Ukraine and lower Volga, where 
roughly a third of the Soviet 
Union s wheat is grown. The grain 
matured too quickly in the heat, 
and U.S. satellites picked up the 
bad news: The Soviet farmers were 
in the fields weeks early, harvesting 
a crop whh dramatically poor 
yields. 

The Soviet crop problem sudden- 
ly tipped the delicate balance be- 
tween world wheat supply and 
demand. Instead of an expected 
Russian harvest of 120 million tons 


this year, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture forecasts a harvest of 
between 79 million tons and 97 mil- 
lion tons, instead of a surplus in 
world production of 22 million 
tons, the department calculates a 
deficit of between 5 and 20 million 
tons. 

S5 Wheat predicted 

The effect on the price of wheat 
in U.S. markets has been spectacu- 
lar. Last week farmers sold wheat 
for an average of S3. 79 a bushel 
compared to $2.83 a year ago. July 
wheat futures on the Chicago 
Board of Trade ended the week at 
$4.64 compared to $3.20 a year ago. .

Austria Rejects Protest 
Over Arafat’s Reception

VIENNA. July 9 — Austria today 
officially rejected Israel’s protest of 
the weekend visit by Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization chief Yasser 
'Arafat. 

The Austrian Foreign Ministry 
described Israel's protest and with- 
drawal of its ambassador to Vienna 
as interference in Austria's internal 
affairs. 

But Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
said that his three days of discus- 
sions with Mr. Arafat showed that 
“it would be absolutely ridiculous 
to think the PLO is out to destroy 
Israel.” 

Mr. Kreisky. Mr. Arafat and for- 
.mer West German Chancellor Wil- 
ly Brandi met in Vienna from Fri- 
day through Sunday under the 
framework of the Socialist Interna- 
tional. 

Brandr Unswayed 

Mr. Brandt, who is leader of the 
West German Social Democratic 
Party. U chairman of the interna- 
tional group of 56 political parties, 
Mr. Kreisky is chairman of the 
organization's Middle East fact- 
finding commission. This after- 
noon. m a meeting with reporters. 
Mr. Brandt sard that the protest 
from brad over the official recep- 
tion given to Mr. ArafaL had not 
dissuaded him from holding future 
discussions with the Palesti nian 
leader. 

Shimon Peres, chairman of the 
Israeli Labor Party, which is a 
member of the Socialist Interna- 


tional, strongly denounced the ses- 
sions. Mr. Brandt said today that 
he regretted having informed Mr. 
Peres about the talks “only at a 
rather late date." 

Mr. Arafat ended his official vis- 
it yesterday. 

The symbolic value of Mr. 
Arafat's visit, rather than any con- 
crete measures of support for the 

Palestinian cause, was seen by Mid- 
dle Eastern diplomats as the most 
important outcome of his three 
days of talks. 

Mr. Arafat, Mr. Kreisky and Mr. 
Brandt issued a joint statement yes- 
terday supporting an independent 
Palestinian homeland and express- 
ing their "extreme concern over the 
settlement activities in the occupied 
territories." 

Flanked by Mr. Arafat and Mr. 
Brandt at a news conference. Mr. 
Kreisky said that the weekend’s 
discussions were the culmination of 
years of contact between himself 
and the guerrilla leader. 

The three refused. to elaborate on 
the substance of their discussions 
but said that Mr. Bnuzdt would 
submit a report to the Socialist 
International, together with a rec- 
ommendation that contact with the 
PLO be continued. 

The communique concluded that 
the three agreed that “the Palestini- 
an issue is the central problem of 
the Middle East conflict and unless 
it is equitably and satisfactorily 
solved, neither peace nor a global 
settlement can be achieved.”

Refugees Say Hanoi Deports Forcibly

HONG KONG. July 9 — For ihc 
family of dentist Kooi Peih-khin. 
the midnight knock at the door 
came in March. 

Outside stood a Vietnamese po- 
lice lieutenant and a squad or 
policemen. They pushed their way 
into Mr. Kooi's house and the lieu- 
tenant announced, “All Chinese are 
now, advised to leave Vietnam. 
They are not wanted here anymore. 
For the sake of security, we must 
have a Vietnam free of Chinese." 

Last week, .wan and weak from a 
month at sea, Mr. Kooi. 45, told 
the story of the odyssey that took 
him, his wife and their five children 
from the security of their Haiphong 
neighborhood — the family's home 
for four generations — to a make- 
shift refugee camp on the Hong 
Kong waterfront. 

“fiie first time the police came. I 
didn't know whether to take their 
threat seriously." Mr. Kooi said. 
“But then they come once a week, 
and then once a day. It became 
dear there was no future for us or 
people like us in Vietnam. It was 
either leave or die. 

“So we sold all our belongings, 
gave the police the money they 
demanded, and we left." 

Systematic Fleecing 

Mr. Kooi's account echoes the 
stories related by the hundreds of 
thousands or ethnic Chinese who 
have, been forced out to sea by the 
Vietnamese authorities oyer the last 
year. Theirs is a collective tale of 
forcible deportation from the land 
of their birth, after being systemati- 


cally fleeced by Vietnamese offi- 
cials of practically everything they 
owned. 

No one — not the international 
relief organizations or Western in- 
telligence operatives or the refugees 
themselves — knows how much of 
the gold collected from the boat 
people goes into the pockets of cor- 
rupt policemen and soldiers, and 
how much ends up in the hands of 
the government in Hanoi. 

What seems certain, despite Viet- 
namese denials, is that the deporta- 
tion policy has been carried out na- 
tionwide and that it has at least the 
tacit consent of the Communist 
Party hierarchy. Its ultimate aim 
appears to be to rid Vietnam of its 
entire ethnic Chinese population, 
which stood at about 1.8 million 
when the United States withdrew in 
1975. 

“There can no longer be any 
doubt that there’s a well -organized 
refugee racket operating in 
Vietnam.*’ said James Reid, direc- 
tor of a refugee camp here. “It may 
have originally been organized by 
private individuals, but now there 
is overwhelming official complici- 
ty," another relief official said. 
“This couldn’t be happening with- 
out the blessang of the Vietnamese 
government." 

U.S. officials say they have no 
firm evidence that the refugee trade 
is directed by Vietnamese minis- 
tries. But Charles Freeman, deputy 
U.S. coordinator for refugee 
affairs, said that Vietnam has set 
up a boat-building industry specifi- 
cally to move ethnic Chinese out of 
the country.

mand (NORAD), which is moni- 
toring Skylab’s re-entry. 

It remained uncertain whether 
the governments concerned, alerted 
half an hour in advance of possible 
fallout, would issue public warn- 
ings to their populations if it ap- 
pears that parts of Skylab might 
land in their countries. With so 
many variables and such favorable 
odds against injury, officials might 
fear that the risk of panic and re- 
sulting injuries outweighed the ad- 
vantage of warning people to take 
cover. 

* International reactions vary from 
panic to nonchalance — or 
commercialism. Villagers in south- 
ern India have reportedly fled some 
localities which they fear may be in 
Skylab’s path. At least one Sri Lan- 
kan entrepreneur is peddling 
“Skylab oil* for its alleged healing 
properties in case of a direct hit. 
Pray-ins have been held in the Phil- 
ippines. Swiss churches plan to ring 
Uie tocsin on the churchbells if 
Skylab beads there. 

Some U.S. companies are selling 
-Skylab beanies." which offer less 
safety than a hard hat but plenty of 
souvenir value, the salesmen say. 
At Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton, which is technically in charge 
of the re-entry, some flight controll- 
ers have donned T-shirts showing a 
panicky yellow chicken squawking. 
“Skylab is falling! Skylab is 
falling!" 

A U.S. town painted a bull's-eye 
on a local roof — a Skylab target. 
Australians' main interest in the 
Skylab re-enuy appears to be as an 
opportunity for bins.

Birth Control Bid 
By Catholic Aide 

BADEN-BADEN, West Germa- 
ny, July 9 (AP) — Hans Kueng, one 
of Europe's most prominent 
Roman » Catholic theologians, is 
urging the church to abandon its 
opposition to birth control. 

Mr. Kueng said in an interview 
that the close relationship between 
the population explosion and pov- 
erty in the Third World demands a 
change in the position of “the great 
power church.*’ 

He said that the church bad tak- 
en a position agaizu birth control 
prematurely and that “one may 
well expect in a church that itself 
always speaks of repentance and 
conversion that we too are capable 
here of making corrections." 


Skylab’s re-entry is an unprece- 
dented problem for U.S. space- 
flight controllers. The craft has no 
power of its own, although it may 
be possible to alter Skylab’s angle 
of approach and bring it down ear- 
ly in a “family of orbits” avoiding 
population centers, experts say.

Flaming Scenario 

From then on, NASA has the 
following scenario. At T-hour 
minus one. Skylab will still be hur- 
tling soundlessly through space — 
like an image from the film “2001“ 
without its musical soundtrack. 

At T, the spacecraft, resembling 
a metallic grasshopper and weigh- 
ing 77 tons, dips into its terminal 
orbit and slams into the earth’s at- 
mosphere 65 miles up. The impact 
is tike an aircraft hitting the sea. 
Skylab starts to break up and bum. 

Hie windmill-like solar panels, 
four blades each 12 feet long, tear 
off. Then the large solar battery 
(which malfunctioned at Skylab’s 
launch) comes away. Next the 
1,000-pound spar holding the solar 
telescope rips loose. 

Bucking the atmosphere, the 
fuselage cracks open, spilling out 
the scientific lab. The aluminum 
skin, ignited by friction, flames 
away. 

For about half an hour, all these 
fragments will continue travelling 
in a cluster m the same trajectory. 
As the mass drops through the 
atmosphere, the less resistant male- 
rials will burn up, leaving about a 
third of the original spacecraft If it 
all happens at oigbti the flaming 
Skylab will be visible to the naked 
eye in some areas along its path. 

500 Pieces 

When it approaches an altitude 
of six miles, bits will start drop- 
ping. almost vertically, the tightest 
first since they have the least veloc- 
ity. The first pieces will take about 
25 minutes to cover the six miles to 
ground. The final bits will come 
down 15 minutes later. Mr. Morri- 
son said. 

About 500 pieces of Skylab will 
hit Earth, NASA predicts — in- 
cluding 38 chunks weighing more 
than 10 pounds. 

The biggest chunks will be an air 
lock originally weighing 5,100 
pounds, a lead-lined film vault of 
3,900 pounds, and six 2. 700-pound 
oxygen tanks. These pieces will 
plunge to earth at the toe of the 
Skylab “footprint." 

In the end the world may never 
know where Skylab landed because 
radars will lose it as it enters the 
atmosphere. “The only way well 
know for sure.” Mr. Morrison said, 
“is if. somebody produces a bit of 
Skylab." 

But there is no reward for Skylab 
sightings. “NASA doesn't even 
want the pieces back." Mr. Mom- 
son said.

Considerable tight has been shed 
on Vietnam's role in the refugee 
trade by testimony given in the 
Hang Kong trial of the captain and 
crew of the freighter Huey Fong, 
one of the first big ships to ferry 
ethnic Chinese out of Vietnam. The 
defendants face up to four years in 
jail and S3-5 million in fines for 
smuggling illegal immigrants into 
Hong Kong. 

One of the organizers, Kwok 
Wah-leung. testified last week that 
he arranged the ship's departure at 
a government building in Ho Chi 
Mmh City (formerly Saigon), 
where clerks routinely processed 
the passengers’ exit forms and 
weighed the gold collected from 
them. The 33 18 passengers later 
boarded the freighter through a 
barbed-wire security area, where 
policemen checked off their names 
on an official manifest, Mr. Kwok 
said. 

Other refugees say that anyone 
who tries to avoid this formal pro- 
cessing, and escape without paying 
the departure Lax. does so at great 
peril. Last December, Vietnam’s 
marine police reportedly sank a 
boat loaded with 220 refugees off 
the coast of Haiphong, then shot 
the survivors. The reason for the 
massacre? The boat had slipped out 
of Haiphong before paying off the' 
authorities. 

$1 MHfion In Gold 

Hong Kong police uncovered SI 
million in gold hidden in the engine 
room of the Huey Fong and esti- 
mated that h represented only a 
sixth of the gold paid by the pas- 
sengers for their escape. By de- 
manding gold worth up to 53,500 
from each refugee, Vietnam stands 
to earn nearly S3 billion by the end 
of the year, according to a Hong 
Kong government spokesman, Da- 
vid Fond. 

Refugees have overtaken coal as 
the leading export of Vietnam's 
threadbare economy, Mr. Ford 
said. 

The importance of the refugee 
trade to Vietnam's economy is ap- 
parent from the statistics. The 
April bank remittances from over- 
seas Chinese to help their relatives 
get out represented more than half 
of the revenue from Vietnam’s total 
exports for aU of last year — 5416 
million. 

Money extorted from the refu- 
gees has apparently been used to 
pay for Soviet arms and machinery. 
An intelligence source here said 
that the Vietnamese last month 
made a down payment of 5100 mil- 
lion. in gold, to the Soviet Union 
for armaments and other supplies 
that are being pumped into Hand 
at the rate of S3 million a day. 

Racial Animosity 

Vietnam's avarice, however, does 
not seem to be the primary motiva- 
tion for the purge. The racial ani- 
mosity between Vietnam and 
neighboring China has always 
made many Vietnamese suspicious 
of the ethnic Chinese spread 
throughout their country. For the 
xenophobic Vietnamese govern- 
ment, China’s invasion this spring 
provided the final excuse to elimi- 
nate the Chinese minority. 

Vietnam denies that it is traffick- 
ing in human, lives. “There are 
quite a few people — the bour- 
geoisie. the capitalists, the land 
owners and some of the high offi- 
cials of the former regime — who 
detest our Socialist system,” said 
Nguyen Trong Vinh. Hanoi’s am- 
bassador to China. "If these people 
want to go elsewhere, we cannot 
force them to stay ... It is not 
within our capacity to completely 
control 2.000 miles of coast."

Some U.S. States Refusing to Permit Dumping Sites 

Waste-Disposal Problem Slowing Nuclear Progress

WASHINGTON. July 9 (NYT) 
— Every year, each of the atomic 
power plants in the world generates 
tens or thousands of cubic feel of 
potentially harmful radioactive 
waste, and as the amount grows so 
does the still unresolved problem of 
how to safely dispose of it. 

So widespread is public concern 
about the lack or a solution that it 
has become a major barrier, three 
decades into the nuclear age. to the 
continued development of nuclear 
power in tbe United States and 
other countries. One result is in- 
creasing support in Congress this 
year of laws giving the states power 
to reject waste-disposal sites within 
their borders. 

There are 233 commercial reac- 
tors operating around the globe 
and 323 under construction or on 
order. The wastes they generate 
must be isolated from man to vary- 
ing degrees and for varying lengths 
of time. 

But those wastes are just part of 
the growing inventory of radioac- 
tive materials. The production of 
nuclear weapons in the United 
Stales alone, for example, has re- 
sulted in the storage of more than 9 
million cubic feet of wastes from 
spent fuel rods in South Carolina. 
Idaho and Washington. 

Novel Problem 

Never before have engineers and 
scientists been confronted with the 
problem of devising a tamper-proof 
method of isolating such large vol- 
umes of poisonous materials for 
thousands of years. While even the 
most severe critics of the industry 
acknowledge that a solution is tech- 
nically possible, the continuing fail- 
ure to arrive at a method has be- 
come one of the most important 
weapons of those opposed to nucle- 
ar energy. 

Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., chair- 
man of the subcommittee on nucle- 
ar regulation, said recently: “If Ihe 
word ‘scandal* can be attached to 
nuclear power, it is that this indus- 


try has been perznined to expand 
for two and a half decades without 
an acceptable solution for waste 
disposal." 

Some disagree with Sen. Hart. 
“The technology to operate first- 
generation geological repositories 
for nuclear waste in a safe and 
common -sense way is available 
now," J.E. Mendel told a Senate 
subcommittee recently. Mr. Men- 
del is an official with the Pacific 
Northwest Laboratory, a research 
organization that has spent millions 
or dollars studying waste disposal 
problems for the Energy Depart- 
ment. 

One year ago, California stopped 
the construction of a reactor on the 
ground that an acceptable waste 
disposal method had not been dem- 
onstrated. Maine has approved leg- 
islation similar to the law under 
which California acted, according 
to an analysis by the Natural Re- 
sources Defense Council, a leading 
environmental group. And eight 
other states have laws restricting 
nuclear waste, with proposals pend- 
ing in at leasL four states, the coun- 
cil said. 

Court Challenge 

The United Stales has gone to 
court to challenge the California 
action that halted the Sun Desert 
reactor, arguing that tbe develop- 
ment of nuclear energy has been 
pre-empted by the federal govern- 
ment. Tbe state contends that it is a 
zoning decision within its authori- 
ty. The matter may be decided in 
the Supreme Court. 

Tbe waste-disposal issue has at- 
tracted congressional sponsors 
from, the left who are opposed to 
nuclear energy, and sponsors from 
the right who are committed to 
states' rights. Among the sponsors 
of restrictive legislation are Rep. 
Jack Kemp, R-N.Y.. a political 
conservative seeking the Republi- 
can presidential nomination, and 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D.. a 
former presidential candidate. 

Congressional staff members 


predict that legislation giving gov- 
ernors veto power over waste-facili- 
ty sites may become law within the 
next year. 

Despite repeated assurances 
from government and industry that 
disposing of radioactive materials 
was not difficult, accidents and 
planning failures have occurred. 

The radioactive waste problems, 
technically difficult in themselves, 
have been made more so because 
the confident assurances of federal 
and industry officials resulted in 
relatively little research. From 1968 
to 1977 the federal waste program 
totaled less than J75 million a year. 

A Look Back 

An idea of the problem can be 
gained from examining early ef- 
forts to deal with nuclear wastes. 

In March. 1943, more than 

51.000 construction workers, engi- 
neers and scientists began building, 
in great secrecy, what ultimately 
became a string of nine nuclear 
reactors on a 570-square-mile gov- 
ernment reservation on the Colum- 
bia River in Washington state: 

The reactors transformed urani- 
um fuel into plutonium, the basic 
ingredient - of the atomic bomb 
dropped on Nagasaki on Aug. 9, 
1945, and of many subsequent nu- 
clear warheads. 

In addition to turning out tens of 
thousands of pounds of weapons- 
grade plutonium, the reactors creat- 
ed more than 100 million gallons of 
highly radioactive liquid waste that 
was stored in single-wailed carbon 
steel tanks. 

Tbe government initially predict- 
ed that the tanks would proride an 
effective barrier for decades, possi- 
bly as long as 500 years, but the 
first leak — 35,000 gallons — ap- 
parently occurred in 1958. The 
leaks continued, moreover, and by 
1973 more than 400.000 gallons 
had seeped into the sandy soil of 
the Hanford reservation. 

Criticized by such groups as the 
National Academy of Sciences, the 
Atomic Energy Commission began 


a program' to reduce the volume of 
the wastes, turning much of it into 
sludge and moving the remaining 
liquids into new double- walled steel 
tanks. Some critics contend . that, 
parr of the sludge left in tbe old 
tanks may prove extremely difficult 
to remove for permanent storage. 

John Roedeer, head of waste 
management at ' Hanford . for 
Rockwell International, the compa- 
ny hired to take care of the waste, 
is confident the program is under 
control. “During the last few years, 
significant strides have been made 
in drying up the wastes and signifi- 
cant improvements have been im- 
plemented in . our survdilance 
programs." he said. 

Alleged Cover-Up 

In a formal statement to the Off- 
ice of the Inspector General of tbe 
Energy Department, however. Ste- 
phen Sialos, an environmental phy- 
sicist who worked at Hanford for 
five years, has charged ■■■that the 
company managing radioactive 
wastes on the reservation has cov- 
ered up evidence indicating, ftm# 
three tanks sprang new leaks. 

Mr. Stales charged that, when he 
tried to report one of the -leaks in 
June. 1977, he was told by a De- 
partment of Energy official that it 
was Energy Department “policy- 
that there wfll be no more leaks” 
because announcement of. diem 
would hurt tbe nuclear industry. 

In bis Feb. 2, 1979. statement, 
Mr. Sialos further charg ed that 
Rockwell International reduced the 
tank monitoring-pro gr am last year.

20 Democratic Governors Urge 
President Cartels Renomination 

LOUISVILLE, Ky_, July 9 (WP) — Twenty Democratic gover- 
nors yesterday gave their endorsement to the renominaiion and re- 
election of President Carter, declaring he has been true to the prin- 
ciples of his party and deserves support. 

Eight other Democratic governors — including probable chal- 
lenger Edmond Brown Jr. of California — slopped the meeting and 
four who were present abstained from what one of them called a 
White House-inspired move to “herd ns into a premature endorse- 
ment” of the embattled president. 

They acted in a caucus two hoars before Vice President Mondale 
told the opening session of the National Governors Association:

Fallout of Gasoline Crisis 
Hits U.S. Shopping Malls

LOS ANGELES (NYT) — Be- 
fore the spring gasonne crisis, the 
Lloyd Dennis family used to go to 
the sprawling 225-store Del Amo 
shopping center in Torrance once a 
week. “Now, we hardly go at afl,” 
said Mr. Dennis, an executive at 
the United California Bank here. 

The reason is not just that the 
Dennises have rediscovered the 
convenience of neighborhood shop- 
ping- at nearby Riviera Village or 
the friendliness of small shops like 
Ocean Seafood, where they buy 
fresh fish from Brace, the fisher- 
man-owner. 

“It’s a wonderful thing to walk,” 
Mr. Dennis said. “In California 
you can easily forget what it’s like.” 

The fallout of the gasoline crisis 
here, and elsewhere has temporarily 
— perhaps permanently in the case 
of the Dennises — altered U.S. 
ways of living. Few examples illus- 
trate the chang e more dramatically 
than the shift in shopping patterns. 

Shift 

To avoid sitting in long gasoline 
lines, many citizens have cut out all 
but the most essential use of the 
automobile. The effect has been a 
shift to the use of nearby stores. 
Despite their generally higher pric- 
es and limited selection, the near- 
ness saves on gasoline. So the 
nation’s giant . suburban ma ll s , 
monuments to comfort-controlled 
consumption, have seen a marked 
slowdown in business. 

The shift came suddenly. “It was 
as if on April 26, someone tele- 
phoned everybody and said, ‘Stop' 
buying,' ” lamented Edward Gor- 
man, chairman and chief executive 
officer of the 47-store Joseph Mag- 
nin chain, based in- San Francisco.

As Turmoil Rises, U.S. Fears Influence 
Of Cuba on Eastern Caribbean Islands 


“AH yon have to do is take a lode 
at the parking lot. The traffic pat- 
tern has decrased as wdl as the in- 
store patterns. June was way off. I 
don't see it getting any better un- 
less we get some more gasoline.” 

The crisis has rearranged shop- 
ping styles Into definite patterns. 
“They organize themselves better 
now. it seems, and Mien they come, 
they come ±o buy and not to 
browse.” said Paul Hunt, manager 
of the Montgomery Mall in subur- 
ban Washington. And more and 
more shoppers are traveling in 
groups. 

But perhaps of greatest signifi- 
cance is that shoppers have aban- 
doned the weekend recreational or 
social trip lo the mall “In the past, 
the pattern has been for the work- 
ing woman to go home, make din- 
ner and then to go to the shopping 
malL Now it is obvious that they 
are getting home, making dinner 
and staying home,” said Dan lin- 
cove, president of Maison Blanche; 
one of New Orleans’s largest de- 
partment stores. “They become 
very fearful that they won’t have 
enough gas in the tank on Monday 
morning to get to weak.” 

Shrinking Base 

The customer bases of the giant 
malls, designed to be regional shop- 
ping centers, have shrunk from a 
30- mile radius or more to about 10 
miles. 

The drop in customer traffic has 
caused at least one store in Wash- 
ington to formulate an energy pro- 
gram for its employees and custom- 
ers. Woodward and Loihrop has 
brought in advisers from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Department of 
Transportation and various county 
departments to help customers with 
their transportation problems. The 
. department store chain also plans 
to emphasize shopping by mail and 
telephone. 

When customers are not going to 
malls, they are frequenting conven- 
ience stores,' neighborhood shops 
and shopping areas closer to home. 
It is a trend that energy-conscious 
shopping center developers have 
been anticipating. “There’s been a 
shift in the concept,” said Martin 
Bucksbaum, president of General 
Growth Properties of Des Moines. 
“The trend is to smaller but more 
convenient shopping centers.” 

John Fransen. vice president of 
marketing for Ernest Hahn, a shop- 
ping center developer in EJ Segun- 
do, Calif., sees a similar trend ex- 
tending to downtown redevelop- 
ment projects, designed to bring 
shoppers back to the city. 

Americans are not expected to 
abandon shopping centers.- Because 
of the convenience of one-stop buy- 
ing, centers across the country will 
certainly recover, as those in^ Cali- 
fornia rad after their spring crisis. 

U.S. Strategic Force 
Starts Major Exercise 

OFFUTT Air Force Base, Neb.,

WASHINGTON fWP> — They 
are specks on the map so tiny one 
almost needs a magnifying glass to 
find them. Bui the island slates 
dotting the eastern Caribbean are 
the latesi potentially worrisome 
trouble spots to the Carter adminis- 
tration. 

Until now. events in that area 
have gone virtually unnoticed as at- 
tention focused on the other side of 
the Caribbean, where Nicaragua's 
bloody civil war has prompted a 
priority U.S. campaign to force out 
President Anastasio Somoza and 
prevent a takeover by leftist guerril- 
las sympathetic to Cuba. 

Within, the administration, 
though, there is growing concern 
that the turmoil roiling the eastern 
islands — minuscule former British 
dependencies pushed into inde- 
pendence despite severe economic 
problems — could create yet anoth- 
er arena of friction and' competi- 
tion between the United States and 
Cuba. 

Grenada Coup 

This concern goes back to the 
March 13 coup that overthrew the 
corrupt government of Grenada 
and put a self-proclaimed radical 
leftist regime in control of that tiny 
(population 106.000) republic. 

Grenada's new government in- 
sists that it is neither Communist 
nor a Cuban satellite. But. in a 
move that sent tremors through the 
White House and State Depart- 
ment, it immediately turned to Ha- 
vana for arms, military advisers 
and other aid. 

The result was the dispatch of a 
U.S. envoy to deliver a protest, an 
angry Grenadian rejection of U.S. 
“interference'' — and an immediate 
chill on relations between Washing- 
ton and the island's militant young 
leaders. 

Since then, an island-bopping 
ripple effect has inspired other left- 
ist groups throughout the eastern 
Caribbean to engage in labor 
strikes, demonstrations and other 
forms of confrontation with gov- 
ernment; labor strife in Dominica 
recently forced President Fred De- 
gazon to leave the country. 

The escalating unrest raises fears 
— both in Washington and in 
many of the Caribbean's larger 
countries — that what happened in 
Grenada could be repeated in 
Dominica (population 78,000), An- 
tigua (70.000), Sl Lucia (120,000) 
and Sl Vincent ( 1 12,000). 

Roots of Cooffict 

UiL officials emphasize that 
there is no evidence of any Cuban 
hand in causing the Grenada coup 
or in encouraging the other islands' 
turmoil. Conflicts building up in 
these places, the officials are care- 
ful to point out, stem directly from 
indigenous poverty, overpopulation 
and social disparities- 

But the officials also note that 
Cuba has a strong interest in ex- 
tending its influence throughout 
the Caribbean and could hardly be 
expected to ignore any opportuni- 
ties that might emerge from the 
current ferment- 

The officials admit that the 
administration's reawakened inter- 
est in the Caribbean has strong 
“containment of Cuba” overtones.

Jovian Red Spot 
Grows Lighter, 
Voyager Reveals 

PASADENA Calif. July 9 (AP) 
— Vovager-2 passed within 1 32.070 
miles of Jupiter’s icy moon Callisto 
yesterday, revealing that several 
changes have taken place tn the Jo- 
vian system since the Voyager-1 ex- 
ploration last March. 

Scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory here said that new in- 
formation relayed by Voyager-2 
show the band on Jupiter contain- 
ing the giant red spot is becoming 
lighter, suggesting atmospheric ma- 
terial such as high-altitude clouds 
nay be increasing on the planet. 

Dr. Brad Smith, televison team 
leader in the space probe, said that 
the new evidence contrasts with 
pictures of Jupiter sent by Voyager- 
1. which showed the band as a 
more complex mix of reddish and 
light colors. He said that (he in- 
crease in the white area, which was 
detected east of the red spoL is sim- 
ilar io colors recorded by Pioneer- 
lOin 1974. 

The pictures from Voyager-22, 
which was about 576 million miles 
from Earth and traveling at 30,000 
mph. also indicated that the ring 
around Jupiter is probably quite 
narrow, more like the ring around 
Uranus than that around Saturn.

July 9 — An 
armed gang numbering at [east 12 

P ersons today took an estimated 
30 million pesetas ($2 million) 
from a private bank in this 
northwestern province capital, in 
the biggest bank robbery in Span- 
ish history. 

Members of the gang had over- 
powered the manager of the private 
Herrero bank and his family at 
home and held them overnight, po- 
lice said. They forced him to let 
them into the bank when it opened 
today.

ROME (UPI) — Telephone 
workers breaking ground tor a 
cable system here have gambled 
onto the ruins of 2,400-year-old 
walls and a temple to the mysteri- 
ous Egyptian god.Sarapis, officials 
said. 

The discovery near the city's 
Quirinale palace was announced by 
the Pontifical Academy of Archae- 
ology, which has been examining 
the layered ruins. 

Academy members said that the 
pre-Christian walls were bordered 
by Roman homes that dated from 
the third century AJ7. and retained 
precise instructions on how each 
building block should be placed. 

On the uppermost part of the 
eight-foot w-iiils were remains of 
what experts said was a temple to 
the Egyptian underworld god 
Serapis, who was secretly wor- 
shiped in the third century A.D. in 
both Greece and Rome. 

Archaeologists said that the ruins 
of the Roman homes were lined 
with black and white mosaics but 
lacked the bas reliefs typical of the 
time. Thev said that the homes 
probably belonged to citizens of 
modest incomes. 

The discovery verified maps ‘of 
ancient Rome indicating many 
structures near the Quirinale hill, 
which overlooks the entire city. It 
was the second major archaeologi- 
cal discovery here in less than a 
month. 

On June 16, workers clearing lay- 
ers of sill near the banks of the 
Tiber discovered . the ruins of 
Rome’s imperial port complex, in- 
cluding loading docks, warehouses 
and vaulted chambers. City offi- 
cials said that the complex proba- 
bly was used for goods brought 
from the andeni Roman port of 
Ostia at the mouth of the Tiber.

P GAN, Burma (NYT) — From 
the 11th through the 13th cen- 
turies, so many trees were cut. to 
fuel kdns to dry bricks for temples 
and pagodas in this region that die 
dimate changed, Burmese scientists

Annual rainfall decreased. The 
monsoon season camn later and 
ended earlier. It was bad fof agri- 
culture but good for ruins, especial- 
ly those made of bride. . 

But on July 8, 1975, an earth- 
quake humbled Tagau’s royal city 
of brick, toppling temple spires, 
cracking pagoda walls, and crum- 
bling giant Buddha images. In all, 
about 80 percent of the' structures 
here were damaged by 'the earth- 
quake. Five collapsed completely. . 
The Bupaya pagoda, on the Ir- 
rawaddy rivers edge; fell into the 
water. It has been completely 
rebuilt. Others, . however, remain 
untouched by. repair crews, ihdr 
cracks widening by the year. 

Pagan (pronounced pa-GAHN 
and not the origin of the common 
noun) equals in artistry and size, if 
not in structural soundness, the 
runs of its Cambo dian sister dty, 
Angkor, which was built largely of 
quarried stone. The Pagan dynasty 
lasted from the 1 1th century to the 
end of the 13th, niting over -what 
proved to be Burma’s Golden Age. 
Mongol invaders in 12£7 brought 
the period to an end when they 
sacked the city of Pagan. . 

With Angkor inaccessible be- 
cause of the turmoil m Cambodi a. 
Pagan is Southeast Aria’s main ar- 
chaeological attraction. But the 
Burmese government has done lit- 
tle to attract tourists asd even less 
to discover its secrets. “There are 
mounds all over here -that are have 
not touched." said a scholar.

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The Issue Is Terrorism 


The official reception of Yasser Arafat, the 
avowedlv terrorist leader of el-Fatah, by Bra- 
no Kxeiskv. the Austrian chancellor, is dis- 
turbing for reasons unrelated to the justice of 
the Palestinian cause. Kreisky has given aid, 
comfort and even a physical embrace, to a 
man whose declared purpose is to destroy an 
existi n a state and whose demonstrated meth- 
ods include the murder of civilians. It is sure- 
ly Kreiskv's privilege to express, as he has in 
the past- his support for the Palestinian 
cause, in the form of an independent slate or 
otherwise. But by accepting Arafat as a state 
visitor, he has given his support to interna- 
tional terrorism. 


stitutions of freedom by exploiting them and 
what he calls “the deadliest sin of terrorism: 


It saps the will of a civilized society to defend 
itself." Terrorists, Johnson says, with all the 
force of rigorous argument and moral convic- 
tion. “are not misguided politicians. . . they 
are criminals." 


Arafat's visit to Vienna narrowly missed 
coinciding with a conference on terrorism 
held in Jerusalem last week. It was sponsored 
by the Jonathan Institute, which honors the 
memory of Jonathan Netanyahu, the young 
Israeli commander who died during the suc- 
cessful Israeli raid on Entebbe Airport three 
years ago. Netanyahu was killed defending 
innocent people against the kind of terrorism 
Arafat represents. Kreisky is contributing to 
the conditions in which such terrorism can 
flourish. Surely die Austrian chancellor rec- 
ognizes that the liberal democracies of the 
world have a collective responsibility to com- 
bat terrorism. He must realize, as Sen. Henry. 
Jackson. D-Wash.. told the conference, that 
“When one free nation is under attack, the 
rest must understand that democracy itself is 
under attack, and behave accordingly." 

Paul Johnson, former editor of The New 
Statesman and a conference participant, ar- 
gued persuasively that terrorism is “an open 
and declared wax against civilization itself.” 
He demonstrates terrorism’s “moral justifica- 
tion of murder.” its “rejection of politics as 
the normal means by which communities re- 
solve conflicts." its active role in the spread 
of totalitarianism, its endangering of the in- 


There will, unfortunately, be many more

cases of terrorism. It is a virulent disease that 
in recent years has infected the Middle East, 
Italy. Northern Ireland, Spain, West Germa- 
ny, France and Japan, among other places. 
Its practitioners have been given sanctuary 
and training in countries ranging from Libya 
to North Korea. Although some terrorist or- 
ganization such as the Italian Red Brigades 
tend to operate at home, the true field of 
operation for the modern terrorist is the 
world.

During a recent visit to Berlin as part of a 
city program to invite Holocaust victims to 
return to the places of their youth, a Berlin- 
born survivor named Frederick Lachmann 
crystallized a relevant feeling: “1 don’t be- 
lieve in collective guilt” he said, “but I do 
believe in continuing responsibility.” 


Somoza’s Resignation 


President Somoza’s announced decision to 
resign, while welcome, leaves the crisis in Ni- 
caragua far short of solution. He has offered 
his resignation not to any Nicaraguan au- 
thority' and certainly not to his rivals, the 
Sandinistas, but to the United States. And he 
has conditioned it on the United States ar- 
ranging for the continued life of his personal 
army and his personal political organization, 
and' for an “orderly transition” to “some 
kind of democratic government.” It can be 
assumed that a man as shrewd as Anastasio 
Somoza understands precisely how auda- 
cious such demands are for a leader who has 
been repudiated by his people and who 
seems well on the way to being defeated in 
battle as well. Obviously, he counts on the 
U.S. disiatste for the assumption or power by 
the “Marxist” Sandinistas to enlist U.S. di- 
plomacy behind his flagging cause. 


It is. of course, no solution for the admin- 
istration to be drawn into an effort to estab- 
lish what sounds suspiciously like “Somoza- 
ism without Somoza“ — which is pretty 
much what a guarantee of the “institutional!- 
ty" of the National Guard and the Liberal 
Party comes down to. Even if this were in 
accord with the Nicaraguan people's will — 
and there is no evidence that it is — - the Unit- 
ed States would not be in a position to en- 
force it on a Nicaraguan scene dominated 
militarily by the Sandinistas. Rather than a 


final demand. Mr. Somoza’s terms had best 
be taken at his current negotiating position. 
It gives U.S. diplomats the opportunity to 
continue the bargaining to introduce a demo- 
cratic procedure that will not be the captive 
of the people with guns. The United States 
has not only its political resources but its po- 
tential health and reconstruction to put at 
the service of its diplomacy. 

As was true earlier, however, the best 
course for the United States lies in working 
with the other democratic states of the hemi- 
sphere that have involved themselves in 
Nicaragua’s turmoil. That is the way to di- 
minish the suspicions of unilateral U.S. inter- 
•vention. Those states, especially close ones 
like Costa Rica, Venezuela and Mexico, plus 
Panama, have -an interest even stronger than 
the U.S. interest in seeing the Somoza regime 
replaced by a stable representative govern- 
ment. Their politics inhibit them from broad- 
casting the anxieties their leaders unques- 
tionably feel about the possible coining to 
power in Managua of a narrowly based* 
Marxist regime likely to orient itself toward 
Havana. 


But those anxieties are real and they pro- 
vide the United States a discreet platform on 
which to conduct a policy of democracy in 
the Americas. Those other Latin _ states, 
moreover, have leverage on the Sandinistas; 
they supply the Sandinista arms.

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Mexico Feels Oil Benefits 


Mexico, like Britain, is beginning to feel 
very great benefits to its balance of payments 
as a result of oil development. . . Looked at 
in strictly geographical terms, the U.S. is the 
obvious market for Mexico’s oil and gas. 

But even ihose who accept that there is a 
good case for closely supervised export trade 
in oil and gas have their doubts about Mexi- 
co’s becoming too dependent upon the U.S. 
-market. Mexico's giant neighbor is already 
too close and too influential in Mexican af- 
fairs for comfort in the view of many. 

Having nationalized the oil industry in 
1938 Mexicans are keen that it should be 
kept as free as possible of foreign influence 
now that its products are in such great de- 
mand on the world market. For those and 
other reasons, therefore, Pemex (Mexico’s 
state oil company) has been seeking reliable 
buyers of oil and gas outside the U.S. 

President Carter's decision to allow oil 


prices in the U.S. market to rise will allow 
U.S. companies to oFfer more realistic prices 
for Mexican oil and gas than they have in the 
past 

Hitherto Mexicans have baulked at accept- 
ing what they consider unrealistically low of- 
fers from the U.S., especially for their gas. 

With long-term contracts clinched with 
other countries the Mexicans may become 
less disinclined to sell to the U.S. __

W ashington — in this last 
summer of the (970s, a deo- 


w summer of the 1970s, a dec- 
ade marked by growing national di- 
sillusionment with the political pro- 
cess, Jimmy Carter has been given 
one last chance to save his presi- 
dency and restore some of the pow- 
er prestige of his office. Failure 
to seize his opportunity almost cer- 
tainly wih make him the fifth 
straight president unable to survive 
in office. 

No president ever has been re- 
elected after standing as low in the 
polls as Carter does today. Few 
have faced such rapidly deteriorat- 
ing political conditions. Even fewer 
have seen events shape a single 
moment where a bold presidential 
stroke can alter the course of 
affairs. 

Critics say Carter already has 
missed his chance. By suddaily, 
inexplicably canceling his highly 
publicized national address on the 
overriding concern of the country, 
energy, at a time of rising anger 
and apprehension over the future, 
he has reinforced the public im- 
pression of his weakness and inde- 
dston. But that doesn’t have to be 
the way this extraordinary chapter 
in his presidency ends. 

What Carter is doing, once again 


touched off alarms and sent radio- 
active clouds into the . atmoms- 
phere. The largest orbital space en- 
deavor of the United Stares, 
Sky lab. began plunging toward the 
earth posing threats to life and limb 
worldwide. And then the gas lines, 
compounded by the latest OPEC 
price rise. Nothing was working. 

Now the public, so critical of 
government in Washington and all 
its works (as was Carter), is looking 
to the capital and the president for 
strong action to solve the problem.

Tehran Pledges 
To Honor Debts 
Of Bank System 

TEHRAN. -July .9 (Reuters) — 
The governor of the Central Bank 
of Iran, Mohammed Ali Mowlavi, 
said today that the estimated $1 
billion in foreign debts of the na- 
tionalized banking system will be 
honored. 

Last May, Mr. Mowlavi said that 
the bank would not help foreign 
creditors to recover loans from one 
or two Iranian private banks that 
were in financial difficulties and 
would not prevent default if Irani- 
an banks received loans from for- 
eign banks without CB1 permis- 
sion. 

The CBI governor said that the 
government was studying the share- 
holding of foreign banks in the na- 
tionalized banking sysletn and 
promised that the “legitimate rights 
of foreign investors” would be tak- 
en into account when compensa- 
tion was paid. 

He also said that he hoped that 
the government would cut the link 
between the rial and the U.S. dollar 
next month.

-When the his- 
tory of normaliza- 
tion between the BuchwaM 
United States and 
China is written, three American 
names will be engraved in the Sino- 
'■ American Hall oF Fame — Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon, Hairy Kiss- 
inger and Joseph Calif ano, not nec- 
essarily in that coder. What Nixon 
and Kissinger started, Calif ano fin- 
ished. His health agreement, which 
he signed with Dr. Qian Xing- 
' zhang, minister of public health in 
the People's Republic, was a land- 
mark document in which we 
promised not to supply them with 
saccharin and Darvon if they 
promised not to send us Asian flu. 


We arrived in Peking — a party 
of health, education, and welfare 
experts, and a handful of press — 
to a tumultuous reception. On the 
drive from the airport into town, 
millions of Chinese people lined 
the streets. Most of them were cm 
bikes pedaling in the opposite 
direction, and others were bent 
over hoeing their fields, but Secre- 
tary Calif ano’s press secretary, Su- 
san McBeen, said we were permit- 
ted to include them in counting the 
crowd. Later I found out there is a 
tradition going bade to the Ming 
Dynasty that everyone has to turn 
•his or her back when a famous bu-‘ 
reaucrat goes by. or it brings that 
person bad luck. 

Phil Geyetin of The Washington 
•Post, who was traveling with me in 
the motorcade, said he could only 
compare the reception Calif ano got 


in P eking with the one the secretary 
received a Few months earlier when 
he drove from the airport through 
tobacco country in Du rham, N.C. 

Our beloved secretary not only 
signed a health treaty with the Chi- 
nese but also an agreement to dis- 
cuss an education treaty. Therefore, 
we were entertained by health offi- 
cials, education officials, welfare 
officials and deputy directors, vice 
premiers, ministers and Bob Hope. 

This-required a great deal of 
toasts and speeches. Every half- 
hour a Chinese deputy vice minis- 
ter would pledge eternal friendship 
between the People’s Republic of 
China and the United States, and' 
Caiifano in turn would pledge the 
eternal friendship of the American 
people for China. Then we'd go off 
to see another brain operation. 


The best pan of traveling with a 
high-ranking American offi cial is 
that you get to meet high-ranking 
Chinese ofliaals. 

At a banquet in Peking, a high- 
level Chinese administrator asked 
me quietly what Secretary Caiifano 
really did. 

I tried to explain it in terms he 
would understand. 

“The secretary is the most pow- 
erful man in America. He can make 
you take a swine-flu shot, bus your 
child to school, hold up your Social 
Security check, stop you from 
smoking in a public place, and de- 
cide whether or not you need an 
abortion. 

“You could call him the Ameri- 
can Mao. But instead of a tittle red
